o'clock. A half hour before this it was 
exc'eeilinprly hot and sultry ami save 
for a few small clouds thora was 
no evkU'iici- of the approachinp1 whirl- 
wind. Tho cyclone was but of a few 
minutes' duration, and was followed 
by ji terride rain-storm, which contin- 
ued at intervals more or less through- 
out the day. The path of the storm 
was about an eighth of a mile iu width 
and two miles long. The death list of 
the county is heavy, and many of 
the neighboring towns report many 
tasmiltics, 
Fairu'eld, 
in 
Cherokee 


county, swelling1 the total number of 
dead to fifteen. 
Eight more are re- 


ported killed at Storm T-ake, and many 
other places frive notice of one or two 
deaths. It was not until noon yester- 
day that the work of rescue really IKS- 
trait. 
\}y that time there was a good 


supply of doctors, not lar^e enough, 
however, to care for the wounded. 
The hi dies of Fonda and Fort Dodge 
went mit as nurses and there was a 
plentiful supply of bedding and fot»d. 
As rapidly as possible the injured were 
taken to the improvised hospital and 
given medical attention. 
It was soon 


found. Imwevfr, that the buildings 
used for this purpose were far too 
small, and efforts were made to lessen 
the number of patients in vaeh. This 
was no easy task for there was no 
place to put them. 


About this time Co. 1), of the fourth 


regiment, of Fort Kodge. commanded 
by Lieut. "W. F. Thailand, arrived with 
a full camp equipment. 
Their tents 


were close to the hospital, and into 
these many of the 
sufferers 
were 


phicod. They were not particularly 
comfortable here, however, for the sun 
was intensely hot ant! paused the ther- 
mometer to rise into the UOiv 


A death occurred among tho injured 


every little while all day long. 
The 


number of those who had expired of 
their injuries up to last evening was 
placed at ado/on. 


The Nationa1 '"'nit of I'omeroy was 


made the headquarters for the relief 
movement. Here those willing to work 
or to act as nurses wero assigned to the 
various hospitals, and here also provi- 
sions, money, bedding and clothing 
wore received, and ull-of these neces- 
saries rolled in vapidly. 
By \\ o'clock 


thoolliee ol' the bank was stacked clear 
to the ceiling with food and clothing, 
ami boxes ui' each were arriving on 
every train. 


»iov. lioies was driven out over the 


ruins and then he visited thn hospitals 
and morgue and consulted with those 
who had thus far conduc.ted things, 
and 
issued a proclamation 
setting 


forth the needs of the sufferers and 
calling upon, the people of Iowa to con- 
tribute liberally. The governor said 
the situation was far worse than he 
expected and assured tho people that 
nothing that would add to their corn- 
tort and relief would be Ipft undone.

The intense hfiit, made it impossible 


to keep the bodies of the dead, and 
those that were not claimed by rela- 
tives or friends and by them buried or 
taken away by noon were placed in the 
graveyard by the city oflicials.

up to U o'clock last evening, and at 
that hour the Hitting lanterns in thn 
cemetery showed plainly tUatthc work 
of burial was still going on.

PF.S iloiNES, la., July 8.—The cyclone 


or series of cyclones of Thursday even- 
ing wore the most destructive that 
have visited Iowa since Its settlement. 
The storm was confined to the north- 
western quarter of the state and its 
worse form followed very nearly the 
line of the Illinois Central railroad 
from Lemars to Manson, n stretch of 
lOOiaiie*. The IOSP of life in this sec- 
tion IN Urge, but it is impossible M 
give ai»y exact estimates of this, tbe 
injured or the loss of property. 


Much damage was done to crops and 


property east of vSioux City, in Wood- 
bury 
county, and the counties of 


Cherokee, Bucna Vista. Sac, Calhouii 
and Pocuhontas were devastated to a 
great degree. Some damage was done 
outside of this territory, but not much 
in comparison, 


The reports show that about fifty 


were killed mid twice as many injured 
at I'otncroy, the town which suffered 
almost total destruction; eight were 
killed and three fatally injured near 
Fonda; from ten to lifteen were killed 
in different parts of Cherokee county. 
two were killed in Wright county near 
Clarion, and others near Alta. 
\ 


(iov. lioies went to Tomeroy to su- 


perintend the work of relief. 
He or- 


dered teats from the quartermaster's 
ollice at DCS Moincs. and then Issued 
a proclamation calling upon the pub- 
lit- for a id. Meetings were held in all 
the larger cities of the state last night, 
and large SUIIIK of money an* being 
raided. 


The destruction of property, and 


especially of growing crops, te very 
great, but it is not being considered in 
rrmneetion with the greater loss of hu- 
man life, 
One of the worst features of 


this phase of the storm's work is the 
terrible manner in which the Itndics of 
the victims are crushed and mangled. 
In many cases only a portion of a body 
can be found.

nity was paralyzed this morning by 
the arrival of Miss Annie JCrculer, 
whose father resided on a farm one and 
a half tnilcs from this place, but par- 
tially dressed and almost frantic, with 
the startling* announcement that her 
father's family were being butchered 
by the hired man. 


Citizens hurried to the homestead 


and found an awful spectacle of whole- 
sale butchery. The father lyln# dead 
in his bed. the mother in the kitchen, 
where she had been preparing break- 
fast, three ^irls, aged respectively 13, 
11 and 0 years, and one 7 year-old-boy 
lying stiff and stark where they had 
fallen from wounds inflicted by a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun in. the hands of 
Albert lUnnbcrger, a farm hand and n 
distant relative of the family, who had 
been in Mr. Krcider'a employ about 
niue months. 


The father was the first victim, theu 


the mother and tho. children in order 
named. Miss Aiin.o by piteous suppli- 
cations induced tho fiend to-spare her 
life and those of her three remaining 
little brothers.
